'ﬁu‘ message contained about 16,000
words, and required just an hour for
its delivery by the Governor, Aws 1 out-
iined in the Evesixe Pronie LEpoeEs
two weeks ago in the course of an in-
terview with Governor Sproul, the out-
standing feature of his message is the
necessity for inereased revenue for car-
rying on the great enterprise of the
commonwealth,

There is no system of taxation, or of
increased taxation, that does not tread
on somebody’s toes or skin the knuckles
of wome firm or corporation.

Four Tax Methods Named

Four additional methods for increas-
ing the state's income to meet its neces-
aities were suggested by him In his
message ;

A tax of four cents a ton of bitu-
minuos coal and eight cents on an-
thracite conl, which, it is estimated,

will yield additional revenue amount-
ing to £16.000,000.

The imposition of u tax on the
capital stovk of corporations which
are now exempted from the payment
of state taxes on their stock issues,
particularly manufacturing corpora-
tione, The wvalue of their capital
stock, Including the capital employed
by outside corporations which opers |
ate in this state, is about £3,000,.
000,000, |

A tux of one mill upon this would |
yield about £1,500,000, and two mills
would produce about $7,000,000,

An inerenxe of 1 per cent upon the
collateral inberitance tax, making the
rate G per cent, instead of O at
present, and 3 per cent upon direct
inheritances, which would yield an
estimated revenue of about $2.500,-
000,

Readjustment of the law govern-
